Tammy  Corl,  who  had  been  originally 
cast  as  “Emily,"  the  female  main  charac¬ 
ter,  came  down  with  a  severe  case  of 
mononucleosis.  One  week  before  the  pro¬ 
duction  was  given,  Kerry  Ringo  was  asked 
to  change  her  part  in  the  play  to  be  Emily. 
Kerry's  original  part  was  played  by 
Roberta  Neidigh.  On  top  of  all  this,  Mike 
Hassel  was  hospitalized  by  a  motorcycle 
accident  and  was  unable  to  portray  Joe 
Crowell  in  the  play.  Fortunately,  Rob 
Hueni  volunteered  to  help  out,  and  took 
over  Mike's  role. 

Despite  these  disasters,  the  play  was  a 
success.  It  was  of  a  more  serious  nature 
and  drew  tears  from  many.

The  fine  acting  made  these  characters 
become  very  real  and  made  you  feel  as  if 
you  might  be  a  part  of  “Our  Town.”  This 
effect  was  furthered  by  having  a  few  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  cast  come  out  of  the  audience 
and  speak  to  the  people  on  stage. 

The  entire  play  was  unusual  because  it 
took  place  in  the  mind  of  the  Stage  Man¬ 
ager.  All  scenes  were  played  on  the  same 
set,  a  brick  wall  with  few  props.  It  was  not 
centered  on  the  lives  of  only  one  family, 
but  on  the  lives  of  many  persons  in  “Our 
Town.”  Certain  incidents  which  were  spe¬ 
cial  to  these  persons,  or  showed  their  true 
characters,  were  depicted  in  the  play. 
There  was  gossip,  family  understanding,  a 
young  romance,  marriage,  and  death.  The 
main  female,  Emily,  faced  all  of  these,  but 
did  not  want  to  accept  death.  She  tried  to 
“go  back"  to  the  life  she  had.  However, 
she  soon  realized  that  it  was  impossible. 
These  B.H.S.  actors,  actresses,  and  direc¬ 
tors  did  an  excellent  job  with  this  produc¬ 
tion.

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The  spring  musical  for  1975  was  the  lighthearted  farce  “Hello  Dolly.”  This  warm  comedy 
was  the  story  of  Dolly  Levi,  a  professional  matchmaker  who  decided  it  was  time  to  get  a 
match  for  herself.  In  the  course  of  the  play  she  not  only  latched  onto  Horace  Vandergelder, 
but  played  Cupid  to  several  others  as  well. 

Nearly  eighty  people  went  out  for  the  musical,  setting  another  BHS  record.  During  the 
long  rehearsals,  the  cast  learned  to  work  together  towards  a  common  goal.  Mr.  Sriver, 
who  decided  to  make  “Hello  Dolly”  the  last  play  he  directed,  was  always  there  to  yell  at 
the  cast  when  they  needed  it.  Backstage,  the  typical  atmosphere  of  insanity  prevailed.  Cast 
members  who  didn’t  have  anything  to  do  busied  themselves  by  beating  each  other  up,  or 
changing  the  sex  of  the  manikin  in  the  boys'  dressing  room.  Nevertheless,  by  opening  night 
the  thespians  managed  to  get  it  all  together  and  put  on  another  fine  performance.

Coach  Bunge's  100th  victory  highlighted  the  '74  season.  The  triumph  occurred  on  John 
Glenn  soil,  in  our  opening  game.  Bremen  had  the  Falcons  grounded  at  the  half  but  Glenn 
flew  ahead.  Baker  took  to  the  air  and  a  bomb  to  Leeper  iced  the  victory. 

Two  major  upsets  brightened  our  4-6  season.  Our  Lions  smashed  Rochester  at  homecom¬ 
ing,  20-1  2,  and  then  defeated  Plymouth  for  the  first  time  in  three  years. 

Our  coach  released  this  challenge  before  the  season’s  finale  against  Plymouth:  “You 
boys  win  tonight  and  I’ll  walk  home!’’  Chris  Fox  captained  the  aggressive  defense,  while 
Leeper  caught  and  reversed  for  two  touchdowns.  Ron  Zentz  ploughed  for  92  yards  and  six 
points  while  Baker  split  the  uprights  four  times.  After  the  28-6  win.  Coach  Bunge  hiked  1  7 
miles  to  Bremen.  Despite  being  shot  at  by  a  bewildered  farmer,  he  arrived  with  only  tired 
bones  at  three  a.m.

Ken 
Baker  (offensive  captain)  acquired  our  first 
injury  just  after  the  Laville  game.  Although 
Ken  was  out  for  5  of  1  0  games,  he 
accounted  for  35  points,  the  season’s  high 
scorer.  Mike  Koontz  also  saw  considerable 
bench  time  with  torn  knee  ligaments.  Mike 
missed  the  last  seven  games,  and  Mark 
Seltenright  sat  out  the  last  six  with  a  simi¬ 
lar  injury. 

Rich  Verhaeghe  led  the  team  in  solo 
tackles  with  57,  but  Joe  Martin  was  in  on 
the  most  action  with  55  solos  and  74 
assists.  Ron  Zentz  outdistanced  the  ground 
gainers  with  732  total  yards. 

There  were  four  seniors  from  Bremen 
selected  for  the  All-Conference  squad  this 
year.  Verhaeghe  (line)  and  Fox  (backfield) 
were  chosen  for  the  first  defensive  team. 
Chris  was  also  Bremen’s  Most  Valuable 
Player.  Gary  Leeper  made  the  second 
defensive  team,  also  on  the  line.  Ken 
Baker  achieved  nearly  the  impossible  by 
missing  half  the  games  and  still  being 
selected  to  the  Honorable  Mention  back- 
field. 

Although  the  team  did  not  win  many 
games,  this  year’s  varsity  football  squad 
will  be  remembered  for  winning  the  big 
ones.

Nineteen  years  ago,  Mr.  Bunge  came  to  Bremen  to  teach  Physical  education  and  to  coach 
every  sport  that  Bremen  had  at  that  time:  cross-country,  basketball,  track,  and  summer 
baseball.  In  1956,  football  came  into  the  Lion  curriculum  and  even  to  this  day,  there  has 
been  no  other  head  coach  in  that  sport.  Through  the  years.  Coach  Bunge  has  totaled  up 
over  2,520  practices  and  has  shown  over  350  game  films  to  his  players. 

Since  that  very  first  game  in  1  956,  when  Bremen  defeated  Northwood  1  3-0,  Mr.  Bunge 
compiled  nearly  twice  as  many  wins  as  losses. 

From  all  over  the  United  States,  former  conference-winning  players  returned  to  salute 
their  coach  during  halftime  of  Homecoming.  Coach  Bunge  is  still  teaching  Ph.  Ed.  as  well  as 
Biology.
